At their magnanimous gest- 
ure to proceed we did so and soon 
accomplished an entrance into 
Adams county and Peebles. 


Peebles is somewhat larger 


than the ordinary country town, 
has electric lights, picture shows 
and quite a number of beautiful 
homes. Some way out of Peebles 
a new road1 is being built aud it 
was necessary to use a temporary 
one for a short distance. Many 
modern farm homes were scatter- 
ed along on both sides, surprising 
one with their evidences of con- 
venience and 
c omfort. 
Three 


miles from Peebles we entered Lo- 
cust Grove, in our opinion, the 
cleanest, most delightful village 
along the route. The ' buildings 
seemed exceptionally large, for 
the, size of the 
place, and well 


kept. 
Just here 
a splendid 


stretch of oiled roadway began, 
and thinking it must be kept this 
way to faciliate travel 
to the 


mound, we followed it. Mile upon 
mile and still no sight of our dis- 
tination. Not until we arrived at 
Sinking Springs did we learn that 
we were miles out of the way, the 
road that should have been taken 
turning off at Locust Grove. Faced 
about, the return was begun, the 
occupants of "Camp" being all 
the more chagrined that the oth- 
ers of the party would probably 
arrive before them. On the. porch 
of a home we saw a spinning 
wheel, relic of pioneer daj's. Lo- 
cust Grove again and an insignifi- 
cant road to the loft. The coun- 
try from here on was just a little 
disappointing, 
rugged 
looking, 


with however now and again a 
large fine looking house all the 
more of a surprise from the na- 
ture of the land outlying. It may 
bo that the red, loamy looking soil 
here sacrifices beauty to produc- 


tion. A sharp bend to the right 
brought us facing a gate above 
which; to the delight of all, was 
the inscription "Serpent Mound 
Park." Up a winding tree lined 
drive and all that of the country 
behind passed away, leaving only 
growing wonder and 
admiration 


for this beautiful natural park 
and the marvels we knew it eon 
tamed. At the top of the rising 
slope a broad level plateau lies 
tree-dotted, and grassy, 
spread- 


ing on the left, as we later learn 
ed, to a cliff's edge overhanging 
Brush Creek, and in front and on 
the .right up slope .and down to 
the distant hills. A white house 
the home of the care-taker, occu- 
pied a small space in the left, mid- 
dle distance. The two machines 
were there; and just past them 
our eager-searching eyes discov- 
ered—a mound. Not. the Serpent 
which most of us I think were 
consciously 
or 
sub-consciously 


searching for, but' a round 
mound, probably some twelve or 
fifteen feet high, topped by a 
granite tablet. This tablet as we 
learned when we later investigat- 
ed, contained information some- 
thing like this: 


This work was first described 


by Squier and Davis in 1848, _and 
was saved from destruction 
in 


1SS5 by Frederick Ward Putnam, 
Professor of Archaeology and 
Ethnology, Harvard University. 
The serpent anil 
surroundings 


are now included in a park of sev- 
enty acres which was secured by a 
subscription of about $6000 ob- 
tained by ladies "'of 
Boston, in 


1SS7, when it was deeded to the 
trustees of Peabody Museum of 
Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. It was exempted 
from taxation by an act of the leg- 
islature in 1888 and 
transferred 


to the Ohio. State Archaeological 
and Historical Society for perpet- 
ual care as a free public park, 
called 
Park." 


The 
. . 


trooped across to where a white 
picket fence guarded the immense 
relic of a prehistoric people and 
caught our first view of the folds 
of the serpent. It was decided, 
Iiowever, to cat dinner before we 
last arrivals explored further, so 
the lunch was spread, picnic fash- 
ion, on the grass, although tables 
were provided for the purpose.

simply P. B. Willis; saw names of 
registrants from the Philippines, 
Germany, as well as from all over 
our own country.

In'the center of that inclosurejs a 
heap of stones and one can sur- 
mise that this may have been the 
altar where the builders 
offered 


up living sacrifices to this mon- 
ster of their own creation. "The 
body of the serpent forms four 
graceful folds before reaching the 
tail which is twisted into three 
close coils." Possibly the queer- 
est fact concerning it is that the 
soil of the mound is like no soil 
in the near vicinity. Previous to 
1SCO there were 
gigantic oak 


trees, several feet in circumfer- 
ence growing from the top of tho 
mound, but in that year a storm 


up-rooted them and now no tree 
grows upon its body, although 
the third fold incloses a stunted 
pine. 


Sir. Wallace told our party that 


it is said that no engineers of to- 
day with all their

The head of the beast is but a 


few feet from the top af an over- 
hanging cliff and by a side de- 
scent we went down under the gi- 
gantic mass of rock. The rock 
looked like at one time it may 
have been molten, in places lava 
like and charred. One authority 
claims the cliff to be a part of a 
frog the serpent is swallowing, 
another says it also has the form 
of a serpent, uprearing from the 
bed of the stream, a hundred feet 
below. 


Among the other natural phen- 


omena of the immense park are 
points where one can look direct- 
ly down 125 weet, into the beauti- 
ful waters of Brush Creek, a cave 
... the cliff, boulders hurled by the 
terrible forces of nature 
to the 


stream bed below j and if not nat- 
ural phenomena, interesting at 
least, is the deer's den in the dense 
ravine. Wild and picturesque in- 
deed is this region. 


Any one inclined 
to repress 


their enthusiasm for the mound,

can consult authorities and com- 
pare this creation favorably with 
the stone serpent of Scotland 
and the crude mound represent- 
ing one in Canada.

THE BORDER STATES 


Many interesting facts about the border states of the United 


States and Mexico have been compiled and issued jy the Na- 
tional 'Geographic Society on that section of the continent to which 
nur XationulOuard has been ordered, says the lluntmgton Advcr- 


". 
"While the whole of America is vitally concerned in the pres- 


ent Mexican situation, the great human drama is 
being enacted 


along the 1,810-mile boundary line which separates the four Amer- 
ican border states of California, Arizona. New Mexico and Texas, 
and the five border states and one territory 
of 
Mexico— Lower 


California, Souora, Chihuahua, Coahuila, Xcuvo Leon and \ Tam- 
aulipas. The area of the American border states is a little more 
than one-sixth' the total area of the United 
States, 
including 


Alaska, while the area of the Mexican bonier states is more 
than 


throe-sevenths the total area of that republic, yet the territory em- 
braced in the bounds of the American states is almost twice ;as ex- 
tensive as that of the six political divisions of the smaller country. 


The population of the six Jtexieau states 
is 1.700,000 
com- 


pared with li,SOO,000 on the American side of tho former 'consti- 
tuting about one-ninth the total population of Mexico 
while 
the 


four American states have only about one-fourteenth of the total 
population of the northern repuhlie. 


It is an odd coincidence that the four American states on the 


border arc with the exception of Montana and 
the territory of 


Alaska, the four largest political divisions in the 
union, while 


three Mexican border states — Chihuahua, Coahuila and 
Sonora— 


and the territory of Lower California arc, likewise, the largest divi- 
sions oE that republic. 


All of the American border states were a part of the Mexican 


nation np to the middle of the last century, when Texas seceded 
from the southern republic and subsequently cast her lot with the 
1'nitcd States. Other territory was acquired in iiie war of 
1.S48, 


the boundaries bcini; fixed by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
which followed, and by the Gadsdcn purchase. 


The Rio Grande forms a natural boundary line of more than 


1,100 miles, separating Texas from the Mexican states of Chihua- 
niin, Coahniia, Nncvo Leon and Tamaulipas, while 
the arbitrary 


ooiimlan- of nearly seven hundred miles zigzagging from £1 Paso 
ro a point on Ihe Pacific coast about ten miles south of San 
Diego,

In the first place 
there is ah accepted authority in the police to clear the streets of 
such traffic as menaces the safety and comfort of the public. With- 
out any severe strain this could be stretched to the point of tem- 
porarily inhibiting vehicles to certain reserved parts of thorough- 
fares—not one autoist out of a hundred would resist such an order. 
In the second place, while there is no power to stop the running of 
street cars—which; in fact, are compelled by their charters to op- 
erate continuously—those'who direct-the parade could route.it so 
as to meet with the least possible interference from this source. 
We have never been able to see that it is essential a procession 
should always be passed along the principal 
business 
streets,

This is no novel thing with Pablo Lopez. He's been 
killed 


more times than his illustrious commander, Pancho Villa, has been 
married and both survive to tell the tale. .More than that as Pablo 
has more lives than a cat and seems to be possessed of an abiding 
purpose to continue in his lawless career, we expect to hear of his 
deaths often hereafter. 


His is truly a remarkahle and dramatic series of mortalities. 


The first time he was killed was in the first battle Villa fought after 
he had emerged from the mountains and shaken off the chrysalis of 
the bandit and an assassin to become a patriot and a commander. 
Gallant Pahlo led his hosts to their first baptism of fire and blood 
and right gallantly was he stopped dead by a bullet. 
The next 


time, while leading a foraging detachment, he was captured and 
made short shrift of by hanging to a goodly -sized tree that grew 
conveniently near. Scarce a year went by when his body cold and 
stiff was found where the enemy dead lay thickest about. But 
briefly had the sands covered his remains, when Villa himself, just 
to keep his hand and to mak'e an example of those under him who 
'got gay, perforated Pablo with an American Colt and ordered his 
carcas thrown on a dunghill. That ought to have finished him for 
good, but it didn't. Not for long even. For soon, with tears be- 
dimming our optics we see Pablo proudly marching between two 
of the despised Carranzaistas. Nonchantly he takes his

THE BORDER STATES 


Many interesting facts about the border states of the United 


States and Mexico have been compiled and issued "jy the 
Jsa- 


tional: Geographic Society on that section o£ the continent to .which 
our National Guard has been ordered, says the Huntington Adver- 
tiser. 
, 


TYhile the whole of America is vitally concerned in the pres- 


ent Mexican situation, the great human drama is being enacted 
along the a,810-mile boundary line.which separates the four Amer- 
ican border states of California, Arizona, New Mexico and Texas, 
and the five border states and oiie territory 
of 
Mexico—Lower 


California, Sonora, Chihuahua, Coahuila, Neuvo Leon and lam- 
aulipas. .The area.of the American border states is a little more 
than one-sixth the total area of the United 
States, 
including 


Alaska, while the area of the Mexican/border states is more than 
three-sevenths the total area of that republic, yet the territory em- 
braced in the bounds of the American states is almost twice as ex- 
tensive as that of the six political divisions of the smaller country. 


The population of the six Mexican states is 
3,700,000 com- 


,.ared with 6,800,000 on the American side of the former consti- 
tuting ahout one-ninth the total population of Mexico while 
the 


four American states have only about one-fourteenth of the total 
population of the northern republic. 


It is an odd coincidence that the four American states on the 


border are with the exception of Montana and 
the territory 
of 


Alaska, the four largest political 'divisions in the 
union, while 


three Mexican border states—Chihuahua, Coahuila and Sonora— 
and the territory of Lower California are, likewise, the largest divi- 
sions of that, republic. 


All of the American border states were a part of the Mexican 


nation up to the middle of the last century, when Texas seceded 
from the southern republic and subsequently cast her lot with the 
United States. Other territory was acquired in the war of 1848, 
the boundaries being fixed by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
which followed, and by the Gadsden purchase. 


The Rio Grande forms a natural boundary line of more than 


1,10D miles, separating Texas from the Mexican states of Chihua- 
nna, Coahnila, Nucvo Leon and Tamaulipas, while 
the 
arbitrary 


ooundary of nearly seven hundred miles zigzagging-from El Paso 
to a point'on the Pacific coast about ten miles south of San 
Dieiro, 


separates New Mexico, Arizona and California 
from 
Chihuahua, 


Sonora and Lower California. 


Five great railway arteries, over which has flowed the com- 


merce of the two 
republics and which are of vital importance 


in all military operations, cross the border at Brownsville, Laredo, 
Eagle Pass, El Paso and Nogales. 
The corresponding Mexican 


towns are Matamoras, Neuvo Laredo, Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Juarez 
and Nogales, the last named being bisected by the boundary line. 
The main lines of four of these railroads run in a general north 
and south direction through the states 
of Sonora, 
Chihuahua, 


Coahuila and ;>Juevo Leon, but the line which 
crosses the 
Rio 


Grande at Brownsville runs west from Matamoras through Tam- 
aulipas, Nuevo Leon and Coahuila, turning to the southwest at 
Torreon and extending through the, state of Durango.
